HEAVY RAINFALL.

P a n t a Cruz, December 8th.—The Sau Lorenzo 
river is higher than for years. It is now two 
inches above the high-water mark of 1880. The 
Laurel street extension is under water, which 
reaches to Pacific avenue opposite Laurel street. 
The island near Front street is inundated, and 
the people were removed from houses in boats. 
Hundreds of logs are floating down the stream. 
Fears are entertained that the bridges will be 
carried away. The city has employed men to 
clear away the logs which have lodged agaiust 
the supports. 
Two bridges ou the Boulder 
Creek Railroad have washed out. The road be­ 
tween Scott aud Waddell creeks is under water. 
Travel to Pescadero is impassable. 
No trains over the narrow-gauge arrived to­ 
day. We have had no San Francisco mail or 
newspapers. Fenrs of the Boulder dam burst­ 
ing continues. The repc rts received during the 
day that the dam had burst are false, ir the 
dam should burst every dam on the river would 
be carried away and result in heavy damage. 
The high water is caused by the heavy down­ 
pour of last night and this morning. Hundreds 
oi people are on ihe bridge watching the How of 
water aud the rush of logs. 
The bread gauge tram from San Francisco ar­ 
rived on time this afternoon. 
This morning the explosion of a lantern in a 
wash-house at the powder works caused afire, 
which destroyed the house aud the clothes of 
the employes. Kearny and Mahoney, employed 
on the night shift, were burned, but not seri­ 
ously. They will recover in a few days. There 
are prospects of more rain this evening. 


G il r o y , Deceber 8th—Shortly after noon to­ 
day Uvas creek, ene m ile.eart of town, over­ 
flowed and ran into G ilroy• The southern end 
of the city is covered with water, which is in 
some places three feet deep. It is still rising, 
necessitating the people to remove their furni­ 
ture, etc., from the houses. Several barns and 
many fences have been washed away. 
The 
damage cannot be estimated, bnt will certainlv 
reach up in the thousands. The rainfall has 
been heavy and steady all day. The signs look 
as if a big storm was gathering, so the flood will 
come up in the business portion of town. Store- 
keeners are busy packing up their goods on 
high shelves for fear of water. 


Io n e , December 8th.—It has been raining 
lightly, with occasional hard showers, for eight 
days giving 10.28 inches for the season. The 
streams are rising, and everybody is predicting 
an old-fashioned wet winter. The farmers can 
do uothing, and business is at a stand-still. It 
is now pouring down. 


P l a c e r v il l e , December 8th.—There is no 
abatement in the storm. The rainfall to date is 
twenty-five inches. Hangtown creek is boom­ 
ing. 


M a r y s v il l e , December 8th.-The rainfall in 
the twenty-four hours ending at 4 p. m. to-da- 
was 1.10 inches, making the season’s total to 
date 14.52 inches. Total to corresponding date 
last season, 5.53 inches. The sky is clearing. 
T he Y’uba aud Feather rivers are*slowly risiug, 
but are not high. 
Ori.and. December 8th.—The rainfall for the 
storm is 3.57 inches, making for the season 16.73 
inches. The creeks are very high and water is 
standing on the grain fields everywhere. Stony 
creek has run bank full for four days. It is 
bisher than for ten years previous. 
This storm 
is the heaviest for many years. The damage 
cannot be estimated, but will be slfeht. Three 
hundred feet of track near Germantown is 
washed out aud a freight train off the track. 
G e r m a n t o w n , December 8th —We have had 
about an inch and a half of rain in the last 
twenty-four hours. The countrv is full of water, 
and the grain lands are covered. 


C a y u c o s, December 8th.—The heaviest rain 
for the season fell to-day. There were no show 
ers, but a regular southeast storm, Hooding the 
creeks. The rainfall is 1.32 inches for the 
storm, making 12 20 inches for the season. It is 
still raining. 
S a n t a M a r ia , December 8th.—It commenced 
raining again tunday forenoon. 
The rainfall 
for the day was .75 of an inch. 


MURDER AND 
SUICIDE. 


The W ay o f the Transgressor is Hard— 
Young Life B lotted Out. 


C o r n in g , December 8th.—The early Sunday 
morning of this quiet village was disturbed by 
the discharge of pfeml shots about 8 o'clock in 
a notorious house of ill-famo. 
An investigation revealed the following facts: 
Lying across the bed was Mrs. Eliza J. Smith 
with a bullet hole in her forehead, from which 
the brains were oozing. 
Near by, upon the floor, was the lifeless body 
of aman, by the name of Cimbusky, her mur­ 
derer. Clenched in his right hand was the re­ 
volver with which 
he had committed the 
double murder, and a gaping wound in his 
right temple indicated the entry of the ball, 
that had caused almost instant death. 
Mrs. Smith was a comely woman, of about 26 
years, a native of San hrancisco, and left her 
husband to lead a dissolute life some three 
months ago. 
Cimbusky. a middle-aged man. 
had become infatuated wiih ^ber charms, and 
the theory of the murder is that it was caused 
by jealousy. 
Mrs. Smith had declared her intention to re­ 
turn to Or land, and “Doc” Stewart was here to 
convey her to that place in a buggy. Rather 
than to lose her he, it appears, decided to mur­ 
der her and then take his own life. In his coat 
pocket was found a letter from a Jacksonville 
(Oregon) lawyer, making a demand on Cim­ 
busky for money. 
The Coroner held an inquest over the re­ 
main*. after which the bodies were removed to 
Red Bluff for burial. 


THEY MI8SED TH E TRAIL. 


Three D ays o f W eary W andering W hile 
Lost in th e Old W om an M ountains. 


N e e d i e s , December 8th.—Considerable un­ 
easiness has been felt here for the past few days 
owing to tne reported loss in the mountains of 
Conductor David Bruce and Win. Bethune. On 
the morning of the 5th iust. Bruce, a passenger 
conductor on the Atlantic and Pacific road, left 
to visit his mining claims in the Old Woman 
mountains, inteudirg to return on the afternoon 
of the same day in time to take his regular ruu 
west. 
He went to Fenner, forty miles west, where he 
left the train and walked to Bethuue’s camp, 
two miles distant. Here he was joined by Be- 
thune and three other miners, and the party of 
five went to the mountains, fourteen miles off, 
returning in the afternoon. 
When within two miles oi the camp two of 
the miners hurried ahead on account of an ap­ 
proaching storm, leaving Mr. Bruce, Bethune 
and the other miner to follow. Several hours 
passed, aud a s the three meu did not show u d 
the two miners went to Fenner and reported the 
matter. To day a party with two Indian trail­ 
ers was just preparing to go in search of the 
missing men, when it was reported that they 
had arrived at Homer, a station about twenty- 
five miles west of Needles, after having been 
lost fifty-six hours. 
During these long hours they had wandered 
around in the mountains and foothills with no 
food to eat and utterly bewildered as to direc­ 
tion. To day the sun came out, and they made 
their way to the nearest point on the railroad. 
Had it been summer instead of winter they 
would undoubtedly have perished. 


H O RRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


A Twelve-Year-O ld Boy D ecapitated in a 
Saw m ill. 


A s t o r ia (Or.), December 8th.—Fritz Johnson, 
the twelve-year-old son of Mrs. Johnson, resid­ 
ing in the vicinity of the Astoria Packing Com­ 
pany’s cannery, met with a frightful death 
Saturday afternoon. 
He was in Holt’s mill 
gathering sawdust. 
In one part of the mill is 
an edger saw, part of it above and the greater 
part of it below the surfaceof the table in which 
it works. The boy had gone under this table 
in quest of sawdust, and, not remembering any­ 
thing of the swiftly revolving saw over his 
head, raised up quickly. 
One of the workmen in another part of the 
room beard a smothered cry and a peeuliar 
grating noise 
Rushing to ’the spot he found 
the prostrate form of the unfortunate fed spat­ 
tered with blood from a hideous laceration of 
the head, the upper half of which had been 
sawed off. The inanimate form of the child 
was removed to the house of the heartbroken 
mother.

Rough E xperience o f a Bark. 
S ín Diego. December Sth.—The bark Valley 
Forge ha» arrived from Departure bay. coal 
laden, after a particularly rough and moment­ 
ous trip of twenty-four days. 
During the first part of th« journey, while oft 
the Sound and the coast of Oregon and Wash­ 
ington, the storm was so heavy that the vessel’s 
bulwarks on both sides were staved in, and a 
particularly heavy sea took the top of the cabin 
bodily overboard. 
Fortunately none of the crew were injured. 
Fears are expressed by the sailors for the safety 


of some ofthe smaller craft sailing in northern 
waters during the storm. 
F arm er Drowned. 
Red B l u f f , December 8.h.—Thomas May bury 
was accidentally drowned Thursday night in 
Gat creek, a mile west of Proberts. He tried to 
cross the creek in a buckboard. The swift 
stream upset the vehicle, throwing him out. 
His body has not yet been found, but his hat, 
horse and cart were recovered. 
He was a Grand Army man, a member of 
Mansfield Post in Red B uff, a native of New 
Y’ork, who enlisted in the Union army in 1861 as 
Second Lieutenant of Company C, Eighth Regi­ 
ment, of New Y’ork Volunteer Artillery. He 
has a brother in New Y’ork. He owned a good 
farm and had considerable money.

M a r y s v il l e , December 8th.—Two Chinese, 
known as Jim aud Jake, who have been operat­ 
ing a garden near this city for a number of 
years on leased ground, have decamped, and, 
owing to the fact that they were always consid­ 
ered responsible, had secured enough credit to 
cause some of the business men here, as well as 
their landlord, to feel their loss to the extent of 
somethiug like 81,000.

CHARGED W ITH ARSON. 


It Is Claim ed the M inneapolis Fire W as 
Started by an Em bezzler. 


M in n e a p o l is (Minn ), December 8th.—A re­ 
port w'as current at police headquarters and on 
the streets to-day that a clue had been discov­ 
ered to the origin oi the fire which destroyed 
tke Minneapolis Tribune building, in which 
seven lives were lost. 
Charles A. Ost om, the defaulting cashier of 
the Minneapolis department of the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press, is j*usi»ected of having set fire to 
the Tribun•; building in order to destroy the evi­ 
dence of his embezzlement. 
The Minneapolis office of the Pioneer Press 
was iocated in the Tribune buildiug, and it was 
found imposrible to fasten the crime ot embez­ 
zlement upon Ortrum until the books had been 
recovered. They were taken from the ruins 
Friday. 
An examination showed they had 
been doctored by Ostrom to hide his stealings. 
He was arrested at St. Paul aud taken to Min­ 
neapolis, where he made a statement under 
oath that he had embezzled 82,200 which he 
claims he lost in gambling. 
Although Ostroin confessed to embezzlement 
he denies that he set fire to the Tribune build­ 
ing. The fact that he left the books out of the 
sale on the night of the lire is against him, but 
Ostrom claims he was not in the building after 
6 o’clock. 
He says he expected a charge of 
arson would be made agaiust him but he 
claims the detective who shadowed him will 
corroborate the statement that he is not respon­ 
sible for the Tribune fire.

TIIE SILVER QUESTION. 


D irector o f the M int Leech Interview ed 
ou the Subject. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 8th.— Director oi the 
Mint Leech, in an interview to-day on the sub­ 
ject of Secretary Windom’s proposed silver 
measure, said it commends itself to his judg­ 
ment as^tbe best plan tor the present utilization 
ot silver and contains In itself a solution of the 
silver problem. “It will aflord, I believe,” said 
Leech, “a ready market for the surplus silver 
product of the world, the normal effect oi which 
will be to gradually and pencanen ly enhance 
the value of silver until it reaches a point so 
nearly corresponding with its value in coinage 
that we can with safety do away with all tem­ 
porary measures and restore the law as it ex­ 
isted lrom the foundation of the Government to 
1873. 
"The proposition to issue certificates on silver 
bullion is not a new one, but has been advo­ 
cated in Congress in various lorms by the most 
advanced silver men.” 
“In the same manner it has been repeatedly 
proposed iu Congress to issue certificates on gold 
bullion, and iu my judgment this proposition 
should become a law. I believe it would have 
beeu recommended by the present Secretary of 
the Treasury but for the fact that he did not 
wish to entangle the present measure with any 
other proposition. 
“Gold bare are used more extensively in the 
settlement of international balances than coin. 
Why is it not just as degrading to make pay­ 
ments in gold bare, instead of gold coin, as it 
would be to receive silver bare and issue repre­ 
sentatives of coin upon it? 
“The plau proposed bythe Secretary is far more 
advantageous to'the silver producers than the 
enforcement of the extreme limit, as in the 
present law, for several r e - suns, because under 
its operations more than 84,000X00 worth per 
mouth could be received. Any restriction Act 
is a menace to the price of silver. 
“Increased coinage under the present law 
would not continue indefinitely and it would 
be only a question of time when it would have 
to be discontinued. 
By supplying the unlim­ 
ited market for the product of silver it leaves it 
opeu to all the natural operations of the law of 
supply and demand. 
“it is a curious fact that papers representing 
the extreme gold íentiment ol the East and the 
extreme silver meu of the West, should both 
oppose the plau, and for diametrically ditfereut 
reasons. Tne former, because it proposes to 
utilize silver more fully as money, ana the lat­ 
ter, betause they say it degrades silver to the 
level of a commodity. With regaid to the latter 
objection, 1 fail to see how it is any more de­ 
grading to silver to receive it in unlimited 
quantities and issue notes upon it redeemable 
at the option of the holder in full legal tender 
dollars, than the present law to buy silver as a 
commodity. 
"The tendency of this will be to gradually 
and permanen ly enhance its value, thus en­ 
abling the producers to realize a large price for 
their product. At the same time it will ma­ 
terially enhance the intrinsic value of the large 
stock of silver in circulation in this country, 
either as coin or its representative. 
“I believe the adoption of the measure recom­ 
mended by the Secretary would in a few years 
so enhance the value of silver that an interna­ 
tional agreement looking to the opening of the 
mints of the world, or at least the States of the 
Latin Union and the countries of this continent 
to the free coinage of both metals at a fixed 
ratio would not only be possible, but desirable, 
and readily accomplished. So far as concerns 
the criticisms that the plan would make a large 
addition to our paper currency based on silver, 
and thereby imperil the continuance of the gold 
standard, it must be evident to every one that 
the predominant sentiment of the country is in 
favor of the use of silver as money and the only 
thing to be considered is what is the best way to 
safely use it.” 


PAN-AM ERICAN CONGRESS. 


It YTill Visit, N ew York Next W eek—The 
Southern Trip. 


W a s h in g t o n , December Sth.—The P aD -Amer­ 
ican Congress expect to get down to steady 
work this week, although not much can be 
done until after the holidays. Chairman Blaine 
has Hxteen committees to appoint from the 
thirty lour members, aDd has no slight task be­ 
fore him. As soon as the committees are ap­ 
pointed the Congress will hold sessions on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays. 
While 
luesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays’will be de­ 
voted to committee work. 
Arrangements for a visit of the Congress to 
New York City have been perfected. The party 
will leave here at 9:30 on ihe morning of Mon­ 
day, December 16th, on a special train, arriving 
at Jersey City that afternoon, where they will 
be met by a reception committee. 
On its arrival the party will then be escorted 
to the City Ilall, where Mayor Grant will de­ 
liver an address of welcome. Then they will 
be escorted to the Fifth Avenue Hotel for 
dinner. 
The party will remain in New Y’ork viewing 
the objects of interest until Saturday morning, 
wheu an early train will be taken for Wilming­ 
ton, Del., where the day will be spent, and at 
night the party will return here. 
The arrangements for a Southern trip have 
not yet commenced. All that is known is that 
the Congress will leave here early iu Febniary 
by special train and visit in order, Richmond, 
Charleston, Savannah. Jacksonville, Atlanta, 
Birmingham, Mobile, and New Orleans.

iu time for the Mardi Gras festival, which com­ 
mences on tebruary 18th.

CLUNIE’S AMBITION. 


He A spires to be a M em ber o f the P ub­ 
lic Building Com m ittee. 


W a sh in g t o n , December 8th.—There is much 
talk about the corridors of the several hotels 
concerning the make-up of the House commit­ 
tees, but speaker Reed keeps his own counsel 
very well, nevertheless McKinley ,s known to 
be booked for the Chairmanship of tne Ways 
and Means Committee, 'lhat belongs to him. 
both by virtue of precedent and ability Beyond 
that nothing is or can be definitely found out of 
the personnel of the committees. It is under­ 
stood that all the committees will be announced 
prior to adjournment lor the holidays, probably 
the day betore, and that the recess will be taken 
on the 20th or 21st instant. 
Representative Clunie is very desirous of be­ 
ing appointed a member of the Public Building 
aud Grounds Committee. 
None of the other 
Pacific coast members are opposing this ambi­ 
tion 
At the first call of the House Clunie will 
introduce a number of bills which he has al­ 
ready very nearly ready. 
Among these is one appropriating 81,000,000 
for the purchase of a Postoffic e site iu San Fran­ 
cisco and one giving 8an Jose 1250 0l0 for a like 
puipose, as well as one providing for the needs 
of Sacramento in the same direction. Clunie 
can do very much more effective work for the 
good of these measures provided he can get 
upon the committee having such matters in 
charge. 
The sy»tem of fortifications for the Pacific 
coast devised by Representative Clunie. with 
the approval of General Nelson A. Miles, will 
be the most complete ever presented to Con 
gres». Prior to coming to Washington Clunie 
had several consultations with General Miles 
concerning the matter. The main points cov­ 
ered by the bill which he proposes to introduce 
were thoroughly c invassed and agreed upon be­ 
fore Clunie'» departure from San Francisco. 
The system of coast defenses will include a 
chain of fortifications extending from Puget 
Sound to San Diego, making ihe United States 
proof against invasion on the Pacific side. Part 
of the plans will be an appropriation of 81,000,­ 
000 for the building ot a great foundry at San 
Francisco, making possible the construction of 
heavy ordnance, as well as all sorts of defensive 
wo ks, complete on the coast without tha need 
of expensive shipments from the Fas’. 
Senator llearst has a silver bill in prepara­ 
tion. Just what the terms of the measure will 
be is not yet definitely decided, but certainly 
the bill will differ materially from the measure 
already ofl'ered by Senator Stewart. 
It will 
probably not be ready to offer till late in the 
session, being yet only in a formative stage, not 
very far advanced. 
Paymaster Arthur Burtis, of the United States 
ship Vermont, has been ordered to settle his ac­ 
counts and hedd himself in readiness for duty 
on the cruiser Charleston. He will report at 
6an Francisco after assignment.

Jefferson Davis D id Not E lope at Either 
M arriage. 


W a s h in g t o n , Pt cember 8ih.—A correspond­ 
ent in to day’s Post denies that Jefferson Davis 
eloped wlih bis present wife. He says: “The 
truth is that the present Mrs. Davis was Miss 
Howell of Louisiana and there was no elope­ 
ment in the case. His first wife was a daughter 
of General Zach Taylor, a sister of Dick 1 aylor 
of Confederate fame, and at ooe time it was 
asserted that Davis eloped with her fxom a 
port in the wild Northwest to the first civilized 
village and was married, and that his “rough 
and ready” father-in-law never recognized tne 
nuptials until after the battle of Buena Vista in 
Mexico when he recognized the military ability 
of his son-in-law. This has gone into history 
and Mr. Davis has on several occasion» declared 
to your correspondent that this was even a 
myth.”

A B ill to be Introduced to Prepare for 
the Event. 


W a sh in g t o n , December 8th.—The National 
Board of Promotiou in charge of the Three 
Americas Exposition movement nave agreed 
upou a bill which will to-morrow be introduced 
in both the Senate aud House. It provides that 
the Three Americas and World’s Exposition be 
held at the National Capital in 1892, iu com­ 
memoration of the four huudredth anniversary 
of the discovery of Americi by Christopher Co­ 
lumbus, and that the President of the United 
Stat s appoint a govermental board of nine 
Directors to formulate and a superintendent to 
execute the plan for such an exposition. 
The plan provides lhat several building be 
erected for the exhibition of the various arts 
aud industries of the three Americas and the 
world’s, aud that a building erected as a 
museum for the three Americas shall remain as 
a memorial building in commemoration of that 
great historical event, aud as a*repertory of the 
history of the Western hemisphere. 
That the statue of Christopher Columbus will 
be unveiled with appropriate ceremonies ou the 
12th of October, 1892 
That the President of the United Stares, 
through the Department of State, shali invite 
the participation of all the nations of the world, 
and all the States and Territories of the United 
states. 
That the President ot the United States es­ 
pecially iurite the Presidents of the eighteen 
American sister republics, Italy’s Queen and 
the Presidents aud sovereigns of ail other na­ 
tions to visit us in 1892, aud join with him iu 
the ceremonies attending ihe unveiling of said 
statue of Christopher Columbus. 
The issuance of 815,009,000 iu bonds is pro­ 
vided for. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


M em bers A nxious for Their Back P a y - 
O ther M atters. 


W a s h in g t o n . December 8th.—If the commit­ 
tee investigating the defalcation completes its 
work in season to make its report to the House 
to-morrow it will undoubtedly give rise to con­ 
siderable discussion, but the committe does not 
expect tobe able to finish its labor until some 
later day. 
It is thought that a joint resolution will be 
introduced and pressed to prompt pa-sage; to 
provide for the payment of the lost salaries, 
though there are intimations that this will meet 
with a determined opposition. In former years 
it was the custom to permit Representatives to 
introduce bills l»efore the committees were ap­ 
pointed, but this led to such contusion iu the 
docketing of measures that in the F ftieth Coa- 
gres the practice was discontinued, and it is 
hardly probable that it will be re-established. 
There is reason to believe that instead of 
waiting, as usual, to complete the entire list of 
committees, the Speaker will announce several 
of the more important committees this week. 
Until these are announced, however, snort ses­ 
sions and loDg recesses may be expected. 
Wednesday at the Capitol will be demoted to 
a programme of exercises commemorat ve of 
the centennial celebration o/ the inauguration 
of George Washington. The Senate and House 
will assemble together iu the hall of the House, 
and there will be music, prayer by the Chaplain 
ol the Senate, an address by Chief Justice Ful 
ler aud a benediction by the Chaplain of the 
House. These exerei-es are to be attended by 
the President end Cabinet., the Supreme Court, 
delegates to the Pau-Americau and Interna­ 
tional Mari ime Conferences aud other officials. 
It is not expected that any business of im­ 
portance will ce completed in the Senate this 
week. Bills will be introduced and referred, 
and some of the committees will begin their 
regular work. 
To-morrow the Bepublican caucus committee

The Com­ 
mittee on Ways and Means will ‘•tart out with 
McKinley as its Chairman, Mr. Kelley being 
provided for in some other way. Mr. Cannon 
will be made Chairman of the Committee on 
Apportionment. Mr. Henderson will have the 
Chairmanship of the Committee on Elections, 
which has considerable good hard work before 
it. Mr. Burrows has not yet been provided for. 
Arm y Officers to be R etired. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 8th.—Among the bills 
to be introduced iu the coming Congress is oue 
providing for the immediate retirement of 
about one hundred officers of the army who are 
incapacitated by sickne ss or disability for per­ 
forming active duty. Their salaries'aggxegate 
8300,000 annually, wh ch, if they are retired, 
will De materially reduced, and at the same 
time cause general promotions along the line. 


VON SCHMIDT’S REPORT. 


It is R ather R oughly H andled by Angry 
A m ador R epresentatives. 
Colonel A. W . Von Schm idt, the engineer, 
who reported to the State Prison Directors 
against the location of the new Reform 
School at Ione, Amador county, was the 
target for considerable severe critirsn i at 
the hands of a delegation of Amador peo­ 
ple who attended the meeting of the Prison 
Directors in San Francisco Saturday. 
The engineer, it may be remembered, re­ 
ported against all the sites selected, because 
he did not consider that there was enough 
available water power on any of them to 
fill the requirem ents of the proposed insti­ 
tution. 
T he gentlemen from Ione filed a long 
written protest against the report, in which 
they said that the exam ination of the land 
m ade by Colonel Von Schmidt had been 
careless and negligent, and also that when 
he went to Ione he was prejudiced agaiust 
that place. 
He was charged with going 
wide of the facts, making erroneous state­ 
m ents and conducting m atters in a slip­ 
shod way. 
Colonel Von Schmidt, who was present 
at the m ee'ing, said lie had performed his 
duty faithfully, and if the land offered had 
been otherwise than as found his report 
would have been different.

OPENED TOO SOON. 


The Fire A gain Started Up in the B u tte 
Copper Mines. 


B u t t e (Mont ), lecexnber 8th.—The effort.1 
made to reopen ihe Anaconda aud 8t. Lawrence 
mines were premature. The miners worked 
under difficulty in the 690 level ol the St. Law­ 
rence all yesterdnv. having a strong presence of 
gas to contend wun. The men could oulv work 
a short while, when relieved by others. * 
The snaee between the fire and 600 levels iu 
the St. Lawrence has been worked out to a con­ 
s derable extern, a set of timbers extending 
from one to the other and the exhausted space 
was filled up with waste. 
The fire has burned down from where it 
started, on the 500 level, and the burning tim­ 
bers caused much of this waste to fall down into 
the 600 level. 
As the men worked air was thus let into the 
place where the tire riginaied aud caused the 
almost extinguished fire to start up with f esh 
vigor. At 1 o’clock this morning smoke began 
to issue from the Anaconda shaft. 
The Anaconda shaft was at once closed again 
The miners were withdrawn from the >t Law­ 
rence workings, aud the bulkheads in the 00- 
foot aud 60C-foot levels were replaced. 
Experiences from fires iu other mines is that 
the fire in a mine once started and the mine 
sealed up, the fire is never extinguished iu Jos 
than three montns, and even longer. 
Work ot 
injectiug steam into the mines was resumed 
again, and efforts to reopen them wi'.l not be 
made this winter. It is expected that the com­ 
pany will at once begin the development of 
work on other properties belonging to it, so that 
the output in the aggregate wi.l not be reduced.

"I am gl»id of this choice, be 
continued, “because it is especially appropriate, 
Monterey having beeu the place where Commo­ 
dore Sloat hoisted the Stars aud Stripes, and so 
declared the soil of California to be United 
States territory." 
Mr. Seott had more good news for the people 
of Calilornia. news which wiil appeal mo*t f<> 
the heart of the mechanic and tradesman. 
lie 
said that he hoj*ed shortly to increase his 
plant and take on a very much larger force of 
skilled ship-builders and iron-workers and men 
in all the lines of work necessary in the build­ 
ing ol ships. 
“Is thi» to be done oa the strength of the 
work you now have on hand ?” asked ihe corre­ 
spondent. 
“No; our force Is sufficient for the orders we 
now have, but I will let you into a secret. I 
expect shortiv to have from the Government a 
contract to onild a 7,000 ton cruiser, a ship» 
twice the size ofthe Charleston, and which will 
make the Monterey look like a baby. It will 
be the largest vessel ever built in Pacific waters, 
I believe, and will require a force of men fereer 
than that employed in any but very few of the 
largest establishments in the count y.” 
“ What do you think of the prospect under 
this Administrado i of extending the navy ? ’ 
“It could uot be better. Secretary Tracy is a 
broad man who appreciates the necessity of pro­ 
tecting the country, and at the same time de­ 
veloping it by building our own ships on the 
shores tney are* to guard. Congress, too, is alive 
to the necessity of large appropriations tu be 
judiciously expended.”

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FAITH CUBIST IDIOCY. 


The extreme of fanaticism and fatalistic 
lunacy was reached in the case of Ole Lar­ 
sen, the faith curist of Brooklyn. His 
child was taken with diphtheria, due to 
unsanitary conditions of the dwelling of 
■the parents. 
Larsen refused to administer 
the medicines prescribed by the physicians, 
because he held that to do so would be in­ 
terference with the will of God. He de­ 
clared that 
“ If it was God’s wish that the child should 
have diphtheria he would not give it any medi­ 
cine. for if God wanted the child to die he 
would call its soul to him , and it was not his 
place to interfere w ith the doings of the Om • 
nipotent Being by trying to prolong the child's 
liie by m eans of medicines. God knew his busi­ 
ness. He gave the child life and he m ight take 
it back.” 
H e thus destroyed free will agency, so 
far as he was concerned, and washed his 
hands of all responsibilities of life. The 
child was taken charge of by a humane so­ 
ciety and the father arrested under the law 
holding a parent criminal who refuses to 
provide medical attendance for his child. 
The society of faith curists held a meeting 
and passed resolutions bitterly condemning 
the law, and pronouncing the arrest an 
outrage. 
“ You call this a free country,” said one man, 
“ yet you step in and arrest a man because his 
religion teaches him that he must put his faith 
in God. We base our religion on the Holy Book. 
God's works are inscrutable. Man has no right 
to interfere in the Lord's work. What a farce 
it is to guarantee men the free practice of their 
religious beliefs and then arrest them for follow­ 
ing the directions of the Bible.” 
Lunatics of this order ought to be cared 
for. The human being who pretends to be 
intelligent and cannot perceive the idiocy 
of such arguments as were advanced in 
favor of Larsen, are fit subjects for the 
asylum. 


I t is said that Silcott, the defaulting 
cashier of the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House of Representatives, consulted with 
his lawyer prior to his flight, as to his lia­ 
bility to arrest on foreign soil; that his 
lawyer advised him to take up the notes 
he had forged in the names of many mem­ 
bers of Congress, in order to destroy the 
evidences of forgery, and thus defeat ex­ 
tradition from Great Britain, and the 
forger acted upon that advice. If this is 
known to be true, then it behooves the 
membership of the Washington bar to 
bring that lawyer to justice. The profes­ 
sion cannot afford the reproach of such 
infamy. 
Under no possible construction 
of the ethical code of the profession, or of 
the law, can the attorney be excused who 
aids a criminal to escape from the conse­ 
quences of a felonious act, the guilty one 
having confessed the crime to him. He 
could not, of course, be compelled to vio­ 
late the relation of attorney and client, 
nor was he required to arrest or procure 
the arrest of the man, but he had no right 
to advise him how to evade the law. That 
is as we look upon the matter, in the light 
of common sense. We can understand 
that in a trial an attorney may set up and 
advocate whatever defense he chooses for 
his client, but it is inconceivable that a 
lawyer is justified by the law in aiding a 
confessed criminal to escape by other 
means than the judgment of a Court. In 
this case, if the story is true, the lawyer 
actually advised him to use money he had 
stolen, to tase up the forged notes, and he 
thus became particeps criminir, for the forger 
had no other money. 


T h o s e who were not in sympathy with 
Jefferson Davis during the rebellion, but 
who, now that he is dead, excuse him by 
saying that after all he was no more 
blameworthy than thousands of his fellow 
countrymen, may be answered well by say­ 
ing that as Mr. Davis accepted leadership, 
he undertook to bear the burden of all 
that failure in leadership involves. Blame­ 
worthiness, therefore, attaches to him in 
degree precisely as would the results of 
trium ph had he succeeded in establishing 
permanently the Southern Confederacy, 
and had it proved all he hoped tor it. It 
is of record also that he was not only a 
leader, but an instigator, since his utter­ 
ances for seme years before the outbreak 
of secession clearly disclosed his expecta­ 
tion and his hope of a disruption of the 
Federal Union. 
No one will reproach the 
South for lamenting the death of its one­ 
time leader, and we have heard as yet no 
voice lifted to rebuke the mourning of his 
friends. But we can look upon any as­ 
sumptions of • sorrow among those who 
fought Mr. Davis as only insincerity, since 
he did not accept the results of the war, 
refused to invite the sympathies of his late 
antagonists, and at no time courted their 
commiseration. 
He lived to see the South 
awaken to the knowledge that the war 
against it was one of patriotism, not of 
hatred • but he was too proud to admit 
that he knew of this awakening. 


T h e Civil Service Commission in its re­ 
port recently issued, says that there are 
2,800 employes of the Government who 
are under the jurisdiction of the Commis­ 
sion. There are three times as many who 
are not, but half of whom ought to be 
■within the jurisdiction of the civil service 
law. 
Only 
forty-three postoffices are 
under the Commission, whereas three 
times as many at the very least should be 


amenable to the civil service regulation. 
Commissioner Roosevelt, who is the motive 
power of the Commission, is not at all 
satisfied with the 
restrictions 
thrown 
about the Board, and is frank enough to 
say, that the greatest need of the coun­ 
try to-day is absolute freedom from the 
bondage of the spoils system, that is the 
most corrupting of all political influences, 
and lies at the root of most of the political 
evils of which we have most cause of com­ 
plaint. There is reason to support such 
expression when we reflect that at one 
time since the establishment of the new 
law the police of Chicago discovered no 
less than five ex-convicts serving as mail- 
carriers in that city, every one of whom 
had been given place for party service, 
and for the influence exercised with the 
criminal class. 
That is to say, the men 
with the dispensation of official patronage 
actually used it to give office to men dis­ 
franchised for infamous crimes. 
When 
the sense of political obligation is no 
greater than that, what can be said in de­ 
fense of a system under which such pros­ 
titution of station is possible? Mr. Roose­ 
velt is vigorous and urgent for the better­ 
ment and widening of the civil service 
law, and, as the Inter-Ocean has well 
styled him, is the aggressive member of the 
Commission. All friends of the reform 
will pray that his heart may not fail him, 
and that he will continue the crusade 
until the spoils system, under which hon­ 
esty in politics is next to impossible, has 
been completely overthrown. Merit, fit­ 
ness, integrity, capacity, is the right of 
the people in their servitors as much as it 
is the due of the private individual from 
the employe he pays to conduct his bus- 


I t was to have been expected that the 
Democratic press would object to the sug­ 
gestion of the President that greater se­ 
curities and guards be thrown around elec­ 
tions, by Federal officials, whenever there 
is involved the choosing of a person to a 
Federal office. Why not? W hat State is 
robbed of any right by having the honesty 
of an election assured ? But we are told 
that this suggestion trenches upon the 
rights of the States, and is therefore dan­ 
gerous ground to occupy. 
But the truth 
is that in the Presidents advice there is 
involved no new principle, nor is there 
any new step suggested. From the be­ 
ginning of the Government it has had the 
right to define the manner in which its 
own officers shall be chosen, and to guard 
and protect the ballot-box that determines 
their election. 
Very true, the Govern­ 
ment has not always exercised this right, 
but it is and has been an incident of the 
union of the States for the purpose of set­ 
ting up a Federal authority. That it has 
in recent years been definitely expressed 
and made the basis of new legislation, is 
simply a matter of history in the assertion 
of the right. 


P o s t m a s t e r - G e n e r a l 
W a n a m a k e r 
makes a common-sense and business-like 
suggestion when he advises the districting 
of the postal service. There are over 
150,000 persons now engaged in the service 
in connection with 50,000 postoffices. He 
would have the country divided into 26 
postal districts, each under the superin­ 
tendence of an experienced person, whose 
duty it should be to travel over his dis­ 
trict, instruct postmasters and postal clerks, 
direct postal agents, ascertain the needs of 
tbe people as to postal facilities, and gen­ 
erally to superintend and direct postal af­ 
fairs in his own jurisdiction. Of course, 
all these supernumerary officers would be 
under the control and jurisdiction of the 
Postal Department. The plan would re­ 
lieve the Washington office of a mass of 
detail that now cripples its efficiency. The 
suggestion is a good one, and should have 
the attention from Congress that its patent 
merit justifies. 


T h e Alta remarks upon what it consid­ 
ers a singular fact, that wherever the Aus­ 
tralian ballot system has been tried there 
have been Democratic gains. In the first 
place, we doubt the statem ent; in the next 
place, if so, what of it ? By no possible 
contortion of reason can it be shown that 
there is any relation whatever between 
the advantage of this, that or the other 
party and the reform system. The reform 
ballot method stands upon its own merits 
and assures absolute fairness of procedure 
between all parties. 
But suppose the 
Alta’s statement to he true, how is it that 
the chief opponent of the reform ballot 
system is the Democratic party ? How­ 
ever, after all, that is not so strange, since 
that is the party of obstruction and never 
has stood in the front rank of any pro­ 
gressive movement. 


D r . T a lm a g e played a scurvy trick 
upon about twenty American newspapers. 
They had the sermon he preached at 
Brindisi cabled in its entirety to this coun­ 
try and printed as an evidence of enter­ 
prise. Dr. Talmage must have known all 
about it, but he did not save-them the 
heavy cost of the telegraphing, by inform­ 
ing them, as he might have done, that the 
sermon was an old one, and can be found 
in full in the second volume of his pub­ 
lished sermons, issued in 1874. The New 
York Tribune exposes the whole affair, for 
which, of course, its contemporaries feel 
profoundly grateful. 


I t turns out that the Brazilian revolu­ 
tion was not bloodless, for two soldiers 
and a dozen resisting adherents of the 
Emperor were killed. It is simply amaz­ 
ing that a revolution among a population 
numbered by the millions could be effected 
with such slight sacrifice of life. It is 
perhaps to be taken as an evidence of the 
strength of the sentiment among the peo­ 
ple favoring a republican form of govern­ 
ment.

EARLY DAYS. 


Som ething A bout L egal T actics R esorted 
to in the Early F ifties. 
In 1853 a most remarkable trial took 
place in Juslice John Little’s Court,at Rough 
and Ready, says the Grass Valley Herald in 
a recent issue. 
William Watt had located a set of min­ 
ing claims in Boston ravine, and bis right 
was disputed by a combination whoclaimed 
the whole ravine. A. B. Dibble was at­ 
torney for the combination, and at that 
time it was not believed •possible to win a 
mining case against him in Grass Valley. 
W att was sued, and got a change to Rough 
and Ready. His lawyers were J. Conn and 
W. M. Stewart, now United Btates Senator. 
The other side had, in addition to Dibble, 
E. W. Roberts and H. C. Gardiner. 
The Court-room was a small space par­ 
titioned off from Si. Brown's saloon. It 
was stipulated in the case, as neither party 
wished to appear mean, that all the liquors 
imbibed by the Court, jury, parties, lawyers 
and outsiders, should be charged as costs 
and abide the result of the suit. The plain­ 
tiffs proceeded with their case, and quite 
liberal use ot the resources of the bar was 
made by all hands. When it came the de­ 
fendant's turn it was fouud that the main 
witness, an old Scotchman, had been made 
staggering drunk, as it was expected by the 
other side, and was in such a wild, crazy 
condition that it seemed doubtful if he 
would get his senses m a week. The only 
chance for the defendant, it was agreed, was 
to break the whole thing up in a row, and 
for that materials were abundant. A big 
Kentuckian and a big New Yorker on the 
jury were pretty far gone, and each boasted 
of his native State, and came near fighting 
the thing out then and there. 
The Court took a recess until evening1 
When it again met the jury were in suob/i 
condition that the plaintiffs wanted to ad­ 
journ till morning. Stewart said “N o; if 
getting folks drunk is your game there will 
be enough of it,” and audaciously argued 
to the Justice that if an adjournment were 
had the verdict would be good for nothing. 
The Justice, who was trying his first case, 
accepted this view of the law, and refused 
to adjourn. The defendant put in some 
formal testimony, but the important wit­ 
ness was hors de combat, and the jnry were 
8 > drunk that it made but little uifference. 
Roberts commenced the argument and was 
followed by Conn, the jury drinking all 
the time to their hearts’ content, in which 
they were encouraged by suggestions and 
example from the defendant’s side. Gar­ 
diner followed, and then Stewart, exhau3t 
ing njost of the night. When Dibble came 
to speak some of the jnry toid him to “dry 
up,” and some got to disputing with each 
other and giving the lie. They were too 
drunk to hurt each other. 
When the jury retired they asked for 
whisky. “Yea," said defendant’s lawyers, 
“that is in the stipulation,” and a demi­ 
john was sent out to them. The next 
morning’s sun saw the jury lying loose 
all around town. 
They had separated 
without agreeing on a verdict. This was 
what the defendant’s side had intended 
when it was found the principal witness 
had been seduced. By the law in those 
days, in case of mis-triai the plaintiff had 
to pay all costs before he could have an­ 
other trial. The costs were $1,400, $1,200 
of which were for liquors at Si. Brown's 
bar. The plaintiffs were not able to pay 
the bill, and were sold out for costs. Waft 
kept his claims on Boston Ravine, and this 
was his first start in Nevada county. He 
subsequently became a wealthy and influ­ 
ential citizen, who was prominent for years 
in all political contests, was once elected to 
the State Senate, and was beloved and re­ 
spected by all who ever knew him. A 
beautiful monument marks his grave in 
the Grass Valley cemetery, put up by small 
contributions from citizens of the county.

MOTHER, HOME AND HEAVEN-THE 
MOST SACRED WORDS SPOKEN. 


An Eloquent and Touching Sermon by 
Kev. J. F. von Herrlich at St. 
Paul’s Church. 


Rev. J. F. von Herrlich preached at 8t. 
Paul’s Church yesterday, taking his text 
from St. Mark xiv., 8: “She hath done 
what she could.” “I do not feel myself 
among those who profess themselves com­ 
petent to decide the question of a woman’s 
sphere and mission,” said the speaker. 
“But there are a few practical things plain 
to all of us. The glory of a man I believe 
to be honor and manliness, and the glory 
of a woman love and womanliness. The 
sweetest, most sacred words in our lan­ 
guage are mother, home and heaven. No 
boy rises to manhood but carries with him 
forever the power and influence of his 
mother and sisters, and every thoughtful 
writer upon political economy dwells upon 
the family and home life as the fountain- 
head of all that is noble and great in the 
nation. And so, too, society will be to its 
full extent just what you women make it. 
We regard ail talk about the superiority of 
one sex over the other; or the respective 
spheres of man and woman, as wasted lung 
power! The blessed Father has made that 
evident in her physical organization and in 
the sensibilities of her sonl and nature. 
Every one has a right to do as they please, 
but we instinctively feel that something is 
wrong when we see a man knitting edging 
for pillow-shams or a woman trying to 
manage a political caucus. 
“Woman may not vote, but does she not 
influence the voters? Napoleon the First 
was compelled to banish Mme. De Stael 
from France. Napoleon sat on his throne. 
She sat in her parlor. He wielded a 
sceptre. She wielded a pen and a tongue. 
He could enforce his commands by the 
supremacy of his power and send out his 
edicts from one end of Europe to another. 
But she could gather her friends about her 
and infuse her epirit into theirs. Napoleon 
was compelled to banish such a power 
from his kingdom. What matters it if 
women are kept trom the muddy whirl­ 
pool of politics and legislation, so long as 
they .mold and develop the men who 
shape and control the destiny of nations? 
Does she not control those subtle and un­ 
seen cords which lead and guide society? 
“What matters it if, to a great degree, 
women are debarred from the labor and 
high privileges of the pulpit when they 
have the no less important work of imbu­ 
ing with holy aims those who bear the 
burdens and plead for the Master? Is the 
world any more indebted to that eloquent 
divine who stirs souls and founds churches, 
or to the great an'd noble statesman, than 
to that saintly influence which made 
him what he is and whose life glows in his 
words and actions? Oh, blessed the homes 
where the vestal priestess, a loving mother, 
imbues with noble principles and lofty 
aims the young souls who are to go out 
into the world to bear theburdens and fight 
life’s hard and often wearisome battles 1 
She may pass away in the glorious autumn 
of life and see about her á golden harveet 
of ripened fruits. She mav leave a vacant 
place in loving hearts. Yet her memory 
and her influence will remain behind, ss 
sweet and fragrant as the breathings of 
love's holiest censer 1 How many a noble 
sunburnt boy was carried from the bloody 
field of battle inside of whose jacket was 
found the comfort and solace of many a 
dark and weary hour—the last loving ietter 
and that dear picture, upon which was 
written by her own hand those tender 
words, *Your loving mother.’ 
> 
“Do you wonder that when that ill-fated 
steamer went down and all on board per­ 
ished in the angry waters, save the good 
and noble cabin-boy, his first words on be­ 
ing restored to consciousness were ‘Oh, it 
is mother—it is mother; she has been pray­ 
ing for me?’ History may weave her gar- 
'iands about the brows of statesmen and 
warriors, but who has crowned the heads 
of those quiet and lowly women whose 
history is written on the records of heaven, 
but traced in tears and uttered in sighs on 
earth. History teems with the heroic 
deeds of noble womanhood. Who is it 
that has stood firm amid the bleak 
winds of adversity when strong men have 
weakened and faltered? Who is it that 
has worn away under the heavy pressure 
of sorrows and misfortune, patient and 
silent, as she trusted in the Lord and qui­ 
etly murmured, ‘Thy will, not mine, be 
done?’ Who was last at the cross and first 
at the sepulchre? She has shown her her­ 
oism and devotion in the palace and the 
hovel, on the field of battle and at the 
stake of the martyr. 
_ 
“In the Roman arena, whose soil is 
dyed with the blood of many a martyr, 
kneels a weak and pale-faced woman—she 
can save her life by throwing a grain of in­ 
cense at the shrine of an idol, but with up­ 
turned eyes and brow haloed by her 
saintlv spirit she says, ‘I believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ,’ and as the hungry lion 
sinks his paw in her quivering flesh she 
cries, ‘Lord, into thy hands I commit my 
spirit 1’ No royal purple could throw such 
a glory on her life as this—heroic in soul 
and firm in faith, she prefers death to false­ 
hood, and believes that the door of death 
is but the portal to a better life beyond this. 
She has shown her heroism among the 
sick and the dying as when a Florence 
Nightingale scatters the flowers of good­ 
ness and nope through the wards of 
Scutari, or in our own land when the yel­ 
low fever was stalling with noiseless tread 
and poisoned breath, the sisters of St. 
Mary and the White Cross took their lives 
in their hands and went as ministering 
angels to carry joy and hope to God’s poor 
and lowly ones! 
“ ‘Tell me what the women of a nation 
are,’ said a great statesman, ‘and I will 
tell vou what the nation is.’ Well might 
De "Tocqueville, when he returned home 
from his visit to this country and was asked 
to what cause he ascribed to the pre-emi­ 
nence of America—well might he reply; 
‘To the superiority of its women !’ Oh, the 
power and influence of noble womanhood 
—the very thought is elevating. We can 
kindly forgive that ardent youth, who, 
while listening to an eminent orator dis­ 
course on the glory of womanhood, rose up 
and shouted, ‘Three cheers for the women !’ 
But this is the heroic side of a woman's 
life: let us look, too, at the other side. Let 
me throw some pictures on the screen and 
let us see if you recognize them as real or 
only fancy sketches. First, there are so 
many who are not willing to be quiet, un­ 
ostentatious workers; they are willing todo 
something that will be recognized and at­ 
tract attention, or something that will meet 
with the approval of society : but unless it 
is likely to become a social event, they 
would rather not touch it, forgetting 
the example 
of their 
Lord 
and 
Master, who toiled and labored with­ 
out one symptom of social recog- 
ognition. Such a life is sordid and selfish- 
willing to do a thing if there is personal 
pleasure in it, or if it will pander to that 
lowest of all impulses, personal vanity. 
They forget that the religion we profess is 
the religion of the meek and lowly Jesus 
and not a matter of personal vanity, 
and a socal recognition. I wonder 
if 
such 
deluded 
Christians, who 
look upon the religion of Christ as social 
matter, would recognize their Lord if he 
came to his lower sanctuary. What if He 
came to-day in his Galilean garb, would 
anv sweet and loving Mary spring from 
her new crving, ‘My Lord and my mas­ 
ter” Or if the mighty*, John the Baptist 
came to some of our temóles, would not 
“ me gather their silk robes into the cor­ 
ner of 
their 
pews at the sight 
of his uncouth garments! Oh how far 
removed, in the minds of many, has relig­ 
ion of Christ become from the primitive 
s o r t h e gave to mankind. Then there aie 
so many selfish lives in society about us— 
how many young tornen there are who 
are looking after nothing in life and are very 
likely to find it. Flowers of the flock, 
which, like camellias, are very pretty to see, 
but very odorless. They enjoy the music, 
and the seeing and being seen. They hear 
the preaching, but it starts no objective 
activity. They are often intense and emo­ 
tional, but it is all subjective or passive. 
They have great receptivity, but no pro- 
jectivity. There is too much perpendicular 
and not enough horizontal—like a chnrch 
steeple, there is more skyward than ground­ 
w a r d in their spiritual make-up. They are 
ood but passive, lacking in energy and 
deficient in purpose. These are they who 
instead of going out and doing something 
in the great struggling world, never get 
bevond the narrow precincts of their own 
little social circle, who must be in the swim, 
or life itself would be a blighting burden- 
impelled bv the small-sonled delusion l 
am better than thou art.’ These are the 
girls who never get anything done except a 
few gossipy calls and a little fancy work. 


silk on card board. These are the girls 
who think the town is terribly dull when 
there is an occasional lull in the receptions 
and parties. Restless and discontented at 
home, but winsome and sweet with their 
company in the parlor—who sings at the 
top of her sweet voice, ‘Who will care for 
mother now,’ while that same dear mother 
is doing the washing in the basement! 
These are they who never read or sew 
more than twenty minutes at a time, and 
spend the restless intervals in drumming 
on the piano oi wearing out the carpet in 
front of the looking glass. 
“These are they who when they under­ 
take to develop their ponderous minds 
through a course of reading generally pe­ 
ruse some thrilling story book or the still 
more thrilling Saturday Night or the A tie 
York Weekly. Instead of weeping over the 
sorrows and burdens which exist about 
them in real life and nobly carrying aid 
and comfort to those in want and affliction, 
they will cry and yawn over the thrilling 
adventures of some poor but beautiful 
heroine who is rescued from the pirates or 
saved from shipwreck to be put through a 
long list of struggles so that she may appear 
to greater advantage when she finally mar­ 
ries a lord or inherits a great fortune in 
Holland or Denmark. Many of those who 
have never read Lubke's ‘History of Art’ 
nor Shakespeare and Milton have brought 
on neuralgia by sobbine over the Saturday 
Night or the New York Weekly, and are as 
wanting in a knowledge of the higher range 
of literature as the talkative young lady 
who said she had never read Romeo, but 
thought she had read Juliet! Reading is 
the source of great mental growth and ex­ 
altation, but it will depend entirely upon 
the sort of books we choose from. 
“Then there are those who do not culti­ 
vate those blessed graces of heart and 
disposition, friendliness and sociability. 
They forget that society will be pretty much 
what we make it; bright and happy, or un­ 
social and unattractive. There are natures 
—and we all have met them—who seem to 
scatter irritability, unkindness and discord, 
and we all feel better satisfied when we 
note their absence, for their unsocial and 
unfriendly disposition can tinge the mood 
of an evening company, just as a drop of 
acid will sour a whole pitcher of water! 
Then there are others who go about like 
sunbeams, scattering light in their path­ 
way. Oh, the blessedness of a kind and 
friendly disposition—the highest proof of a 
true and noble Christian spirit! Finally, 
while we believe that the highest phase 
of developed womanhood can best be ob­ 
tained through a happy marriage, do we 
not lay too much stress upon the, to some, 
all-absorbing question ‘to marry or not to 
marry ?’ Is an unmarried woman’s life a 
failure? No! a thousand times no! I tell 
you, my friends, the world were badly off 
without the unselfish lives of its thousands 
of happy unmarried women. 
“Who is it that cheers and comforts the 
declining years of the aged father and 
mother and smooths with gentlest hand 
their pathway- to the grave ? It is most 
often the daughter who has never married 
Who is it that comes at the sudden call of 
sickness like an angel to the home and 
takes the household cares off many shoul­ 
ders, and works and toils for children not 
her own, when the mother is laid upon a 
bed of suffering? It is generally the 
maiden aunt or sister. Many times an un­ 
married life has been chosen, despite op­ 
portunities to wed, because in the unselfish 
heroism of her heart in the old home and 
with an aeed parent she was most needed! 
Perhaps the highest reach in womanly per­ 
fection can be found in consecrated Christ­ 
ian motherhood, but I have seen such tow­ 
ering nobility of life among those who 
choose devotion and duty to personal hap­ 
piness, that there seems to be no greater 
hight of unselfish heroism. What blessed 
work is being done by those who toil in 
many a home and in many a school-room 
by those who are not only the comfort but 
even the sole support of their aged and 
dependent parents! 
“Again let me say—never marry a man 
to reform him; it is far more likely such a 
one will drag you down to his level than 
that you will lift him very far upward—it 
is too much like the fisherman who is 
angling for ordinary fish but gets a shark 
on his line—he is more likely to be carried 
to sea himself than to get his fish landed— 
the big pull is at the other end of the line. 
And never marry a man who drinks to ex­ 
cess, for the risk is too great to warrant the 
experiment. And never marry a thorough 
society man—one who, like Samson of old, 
has slain bis thousands, and often with the 
same weapon, for the honeymoon will soon 
dwindle down to its half and quarter and 
then go out in total darkness, for habit in 
Buch a one becomes second nature, for the 
ruling passion of such a life is not individ­ 
ual devotion but general admiration. , 
“In conclusion, let us in all things be 
noble, patient and philosophical. If life 
brings us that which we desire, let us be 
glad and thankful, but if we do not realize 
our desires, let us believe that we are best 
without them. If God has given you a 
bright, happy disposition, be thankful and 
cultivate it, for joy and happiness is what 
the world stands most in need of. The 
world is too full of sorrow; it needs cheer. 
It is too full of despondency; it needs 
hope. It is too lull of cowardice; it needs 
courage. It wants a singing Christianity. 
They who carry long faces dishonor the 
Divine Father; the one who goes about 
gloomy and dejected misinterprets to others 
the religion of Jesus. Let the influence of 
your lives fill some part of this only too 
weary- and burdened world with joy and 
gladness, so that finally the Lord will say 
of you as he did of Mary of old; 1 She 
hath done what she could!' "

T h e O p p o sin g P a r tie s in E n g la n d h a v e 
C le a rly D efin ed P o lic ie s . 
New Y o rk , Decem ber 8 th —A cable special to 
th e Mail and Express from London says: The 
political developm ents of th e week, as they are 
seen in the piatiorm w hich has been formula! ad 
by the N ational Liberal F ederation an d in the 
speeches of G ladstone and Bal lour, nave had 
the effect of defining very clearly ihe relative 
positions o f th e tw o great parties. 
The feder­ 
ation em braces in its program m e m ore th an the 
narrow but sweeping program m e of th e London 
Radicals, and exhibits a breadth an d generosity 
of view w hich is som ething new in B ritish 
politics. 
It adopted alm ost w holesale everything th a t 
had the im prim atur of any accredited branch 
of the federation, thereby perm itting no local 
or m erely sectional or fractional differences to 
stand in the w ay of a grand general policy of 
benefits to the w orking people and the rem oval 
of abuses w hich now m ar th e law s o f G reat 
Britain. 
The result of this m ethod is a large and broad 
policy, w hich em braces tw enty-eight m easures 
of first-rate im portance, exclusive o f hom e rule. 
So absorbed, indeed, have the English pecple 
becom e in the betterm ent of th e ir own condi­ 
tion th at even at this Liberal conference the 
question of Irish hom e rule was neglected. 
It has becom e m erged in th e larger subject of 
hom e rule for the three kingdom s, an d tnis, in 
its turn, has som ew hat lort its in tern al in d i­ 
viduality in consideration of th e score and a 
h alf prom inent m atters th a t go to m ake it up 
and w hich people have now learned to discuss 
separately and intelligently. 
T he result is th a t hom e rule for Irelan d has 
becom e m ore certain th an ever, and is now part 
parcel of the great huoger o f the Engli ' 
people for a due m easure of self-governm ent 
apart from th e Im perial G overnm ent. In fact, 
th e conference accepted hom e rule as a con­ 
ceded article of its iaith and purpose from the 
beginning, and did not th in k it w orth w hile to 
devote any tim e to it specially, beyond the elo­ 
quent sentences w hich Mr. Gladstone gave to it 
in his address. 
Of th e t\venty-eight distinct subjects em ­ 
braced in the Liberal platform , tw elve only 
have a political bearing. The rest are social in 
th eir inteution. Amoug the latter are land re^ 
forms, w ith c -replete security for tenants, com ­ 
pensation of landlords, abolition of restrictions 
on the free sale aad transfer of land, equitable 
taxation of royalties. These are added to the 
planks already know n. So strong is the plat­ 
form thus presented, th a t Bal lour could find 
nothing better to say iu criticism of it, or 
nothiug worse, th a n th e rem ark, accom panied 
bv his usual sneer at noble and good things, 
th a t “the tederation w ould not propose the ie- 
dnction of the national debt.” 
The radical w orkingm en’s clubs throughout 
th e United K ingdom hail the program m e with 
delight. It puts in ihe form of a p e n n a n tn t and 
soliu policy the battle cries of the w orkingm en, 
and they intend to fight the fight for all these 
reforms on th e safe auu judicious liues of liber­ 
alism u n til every point is gained. A gainst this 
sweeping an d splendid battle array Lord Salis­ 
bury evidently m eans to {day h is offers o f lib­ 
eral grants to teuants in Ireland, by w hich they 
are to be enabled to acquire farm s, and of free 
education. 
His sole reliance is on this defens­ 
ive sort of m aneuvering, as he can offer the 
people no hing w orth talking about th a t is not 
already em braced in the Liberal pregram m e.

B R A Z IL IA N 
N E W S . 


T h e S ig n ific an t C o m m u n ic a tio n th a t w as 
S e n t to th e E m p e r o r. 
L isbon, Decem ber 8tli.—The steam er A trate 
has arrived w ith advices from Kio Janeiro 
which confirm the statem ent th a t the revolu­ 
tion iu Brazil was precipitated by th e attem pt 
of the Governm ent to rem ove the disaffected 
troops stationed at Rio Janeiro to th e provinces. 
The revolt was confined 
to th e m ilitary 
students. 
G eneral Da Fonsea, the head of th e provisional 
G overnm ent, iu a message sent by him to Dom 
Pedro on November 16th, said: “T he dem o­ 
cratic sentim ents of th e nation, com bined w ith 
the resentm ent at th e system atic representative 
m easures of the G overnm ent against the arm y 
and navy and th e spoliation of th e ir rights, 
have brought about a revolution. 
In th e face 
of this situation th e presence of th e Im perial 
fam ily in the country is impossible. 
Yielding 
to the exigencies of the natioual voice the pro ­ 
visional G overnm ent is com pelled to request 
you to leave the Brazilian territory w ith your 
fam ily w ithin tw enty-four hours. 
The country 
expects you will know how to im itate th e ex­ 
am ple set by th e first E m peior of Brazil on 
April 7,1831. 
Comte d ’Eu, in an interview to-day on the 
situation in Brazil, said th e R epublicans there 
were few in num ber, but they profited by the 
abolition of slavery. 
T he R epublicans pre­ 
tended th a t the abolition of slavery was e n ­ 
tirely due to the throne. M eantim e the arm y 
had become tyrannical and insolent, and tbe 
only m eans o f checking it was to revive the 
G arde 
ationale. w hich alw ays had been a con­ 
servative body, th e crow n nom inating its offi­ 
ce rs. 
The G overnm ent therefore resolved to create a 
regim ent in Kio Janeiro, w hereupon th e Re­ 
publicans spread a report th at th e authorities 
n ttu d ed to revive th e G arde N ationale gener­ 
ally, and to check and disarm the regular arm y. 
Q he m ilitary thereupon decided to revolt, u n ­ 
d er the leadership of G eneral Fonzeca, w ho is a 
weak m au and easily m anaged. 
hegarding th e prospect of the restoration of 
the em pire, Comte d'E u said Brazil was too far 
from Europe, and a m an was w anted who could 
bring the arm y around to the em pire. 
If the 
fm p ero r had appeared on the streets w hen the 
rebellion broke' out, the crow d would have 
cheered him . Now it was too late.

D ecem ber 8th.—Miss G w endoline Cald 
well says h er m arriage w ith P rin ce M urat has 
been indefinitely postponed sim ply because the 
counsel acting lor them had been únanle to 
agree as to the am ount of h er incom e w hich the 
Prince should absolutely coutro'. 
The report th at she otlered him 510,000 per an 
num is a m onstrous absurdity. To prove she 
really loved him . she told h er attorneys to graut 
the Prince’s dem ands. H er law yers, how ever, 
consider them preposterous, as be w anted some­ 
thing like $60,000 yearly. Miss C aldw ell’s in ­ 
come is understood to be $100,000. The Prince’s 
debts am ount to §500,100.
